Supreme Court Unanimous. 

The decision for the supreme court, 
unanimous, was written by Associate 
Justice Marcus W. Beck and affirms 
a conviction of Taylor for receiving 
a bribe of $800 to permit the firm of 
Clein & Ellman to operate an auc- 
tion jewelry business under a simple 
jeweler’s license. In this case, Tay- 
lor received a chain gang sentence of 
12 months and a fine of $500. 

From the court of appeals affirma- 
tion of conviction and sentences on 
three other counts, Associate Justice 
Alexander H. Stephens disagreed and 
' filed a oluminous dissenting opinion. 
The controlling opinion was written 
by Presiding Judge Roscoe Luke and 
concurred in by Judge Bell.

After Fight for Life 


Infection and pneumonia Wednes- 
day night won a_ four-day fight 
against medical science when  10- 
month-old Thomas Downs, of Colum- 
bus, died at the Georgia Baptist hos- 
pital as the result of a glass bead 
being lodged at the top of its lung. 

The child, a son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Ralph Downs, had been hovering be- 
tween life and death since Sunday, 
when it sucked the bead into the air 
passages leading to the lung. 

A swelling of the passage into 
which the bead was lodged prevented 
the use of the bronchoscope to re- 
move the object and the pneumonia 
which followed caused the child's 
death, 

W. D. Barker, superintendent of 
the hospital, said that the local spe- 
cialists were handicapped by the se- 
rious condition of the child when it 
was brought to the hospital. Mr. 
Barker cautioned parents against giv- 
ing trinkets to children which might 
be sucked down into the windpipe. 
“Especial care,” he said, “should be 
exercised during the Christmas sea- 
son not to allow babies and small 
children to play with tinsel and tree 
decorations.”

ANOTHER VICTORY 


Chancellor Ignores Hitler 
Broadside as Council 
Blocks Reichstag. 


BERLIN, Dec. 16.—()—Chancel- 
lor Heinrich Bruening’s government 
weathered another storm today when 
the council of elders refused to con- 
vene the reichstag. 

The council turned down by a vote 
of 321 to 256 a joint motion calling 
for convocation which was submitted 
by the national socialist, nationalist, 
communist and people’s parties. This 
action meant that Dr. Bruening will 
continue unhampered in his tirtually 
dictatorial rule. 

Another storm, which had _ been 
gathering for some time, burst today 
but did not cause as much excitement 
as had been expected. Adolf Hitler's 
40-page reply to the chancellor's re- 
cent attack on Nazi-ism appeared in 
the form of an open letter in which 
the fascist leader accused the govern- 
ment of pursuing a policy of illusion. 

The general belief in government 
' circles was that the chancellor would 

not even reply to the Hitler attack. 

The full text of the 9,000-word let- 
ter had not been received in Berlin 
tonight, and the few excerpts carried 
by the newspapers aroused little edi- 
torial comment. There was nothing 
comparable to the 40-page space af- 
forded Herr Hitler when he gave out 
his recent interview to foreign cor- 
respondents in which he declared a 
Nazi government would respect the 
claims of foreign bondholders. 

“If the German nation commissions 
the nationalist socialist party to 
change the constituion, then not even 
the chancellor can interfere,’ Herr 
Hitler said in his open letter. 

This passage aroused the anger of 
the socialist newspaper, Der Abend, 
which declared it to be another proof 
of the illegality of the aims of the Hit- 
ler party. 

The Nazi leader asserted his party 
was wholly legal and predicted its ulti- 
mate triumph. 

“The only illegal things about our 
| movement are the agents provoca- 
teur,’ he wrote. ‘The government it- 
self, we can prove, puts those agents 
there. Fifteen national socialists have 
been killed during the last year, and 
4,000 injured.” 

“What you, Mr. Chancellor, de- 
mand, is that there shall be no oppo- 
sition whatever,’ said another pas- 
sage. “The use of police power can, 
of course, forbid speaking and writ- 
ing, but that is tolerable only when a 
government achieves great successes. 
If we are not to talk why not give 
us the power, and we will cease talk- 
ing and go to work.” 

Pointing out that many former sol- 
diers who know war are members of 
the Nazi party, Herr Hitler said: 
“But they would rather give their 
lives than lose their liberty. If you 
try to kill that spirit you sign the 
death warrant of the German nation.” 

The salvation of Germany must be 
effected first, pdlitically, and second, 
economically, he declared. “You can- 
not cure a nation’s pocketbook and ig- 
nore its soul. Our honor has been 
_taken from us, yet you talk about 


‘nothing but economics.”

Approximately 100 exceptions to the 
lower court’s verdict and sentence in 
the two cases were noted in briefs 
filed by Taylor’s counsel. Many of 
these dealt with refusal of the judge 
to include certain requested charges 
to the jury, a number were exceptions 
to the charges at the lower court 
trials, but the main ones were: 

In the court of appeals case, the 
contention that Taylor was a ministe- 
rial, rather than administrative offi- 
cer and that his duties as clerk were 
such that he could not be legally guilty 
of influencing council action when not 
a member himself. 

In the supreme court case, the ma- 
jor exception was to the refusal of 
the lower court to grant a new trial 
on the ground that the offense charged 
was barred by the statute of limita- 
tions. In this case also the constitu- 
tionality of the city’s license act was 
assailed. 

Appeals Court Decision. 

In the case decided by the court 
of appeals Wednesday, in which con- 
victions on three  saparate bribery 
counts were sustained, the majority 
opinion of the court said: 

“The trial judge did not err in over- 
ruling the demurrer. to the indict- 
ment; the evidence supports the ver- 
dict and no ground of the amendment 
to the motion for a new trial presents 
any valid ~eason for reversing the 
case.” 

In discussing one of the three, 
counts in the case, that charging that! 
Taylor accepted a bribe of $9,000 to 
influence council action in litigation 
with Thomas B. Brady by which the 
plaintiffs received a $30,000 settlement 
out of court, the controlling opinion 
of Judge Luke said: 

“We are of the opinion that the 
present indictment sufficiently alleges 
that the accused accepted a bribe to 
influence his official behavior—in 
stamping, transmitting and certifying 
said ordinance.” 

Clerk’s Powers Defined. 

As to the defense contention that 
Taylor's duties were restricted by or- 
dinance, with emphasis placed on his 
clerical relation to the council, the 
court said: 

“Public officers have not only the 
powers expressly conferred upon them 
by law but they also possess, by neces- 
sary implication, such powers as are 
requisite to enable them to discharge 
the official duties devolved upon them. 

“The jury,” this opinion continued, 
“were not bound to accept literally 
the testimony of any one of the per- 
sons from whom the defendant re- 
ceived the rewards in this case but, 
as we have already stated, the cir- 
cumstances were such in each instance 
that the jury could have concluded 
that a completely executed result fa- 
vorable to the other party to the 
agreement was expected and required 
at the hands of the defendant, in the 
execution of which the defendant him- 
self, if not the other party, contem- 
plated the doing of certain official 
acts which he did in fact perform un- 
der the influence of the bribe.” 

Judge Stephens Dissents. 


To this conclusion Judge Stephens 


“The only official conduct ,of the 
defendant Taylor as clerk of the coun- 
cil which, as alleged in the _ indict- 
ment, was influenced by the money 
alleged to have been paid to him was 
affixing a stamp evidencing approval 
upon the ordinances and resolutions, 
transmitting them from one body to 
another, making certified copies .. .

mony which can’ be arrived at when 
due consideration is given to the mo- 
tives and actions of men and the im- 
pulses which influence and direct hu- 
man conduct.” 

Exception Emphasized. 

In upholding the conviction on the 
charge that Taylor accepted a bribe of 
$400 to secure a special license for 
Clein & Ellman, and against which 
the defense, in its appeal, pleaded the 
statue of limitations, the court's opin- 
ion emphasized one of oniy a few 
exceptions to this particular restric- 
tive statute. That, it said, provides 
that the statute of limitations “shall 
not run so long as the offender or 


offense is unknown.” 

In its syllabus of the opinion in the 
Clein & Ellman $400 case, the court 
ruled : 

First, that the office of (city) 
clerk (of Atlanta) is such an office 
that the crime of bribery is commit- 
ted in respect thereto when an oc- 
cupant receives a sum of money to 
influence his behavior in the office 
and (the) indictment is not open to 
a general demurrer. 

Second, that Taylor could not make 
a valid defense based on the ground 
that the ordinance was unconstitu- 
tional and invalid. An attack on the 
constitutionality of the city ordinance 
providing for licensing jewelers car- 
ried this case direct to the supreme 
court, 

Danger of “Graft” Cited. 

In disposing of the appeal, citing 
a New Jersey decision, the court 
wrote: 

“Among ancient peoples and even 
among the Romans the giving of re- 
wards and emoluments to public offi- 
cers, and especially judicial officers, 
was tolerated and even encouraged, 
and without such inducements no au- 
dience could be had. 

“The enlightened civilization,” As- 
sociate Justice Beck continued to 
quote, “of the present age quickly 
apprehended the danger of any such 
custom and hence the fiat of the com- 
mon law against it. And in modern 


times the heinousness of the offense, : 


becoming more apparent as the power 
of wealth increased, the crime has 
been in many cases made punishable 
as a felony. The reason of the rule 
of the common law and the greater 
stringency of modern statutory law is 
clear. The spirit of any democratic 
government is utterly abhorrent to 
anything which tends to corruption in 
the representatives of the people or 
threatens the purity of the adminis- 
tration of the government. 
Bribery Is Defined. 

Another citation adopted 
Georgia court held: 

“The general rule is that the pur- 
pose or-object sought by the bribe 
may be anything within the scope of 
authority of the official bribed. Fur- 
thermore, if any executive officer re- 
ceives money in consideration of the 
promise not to take official action 
against a certain class of offenders, 
he is guilty of bribery and it is not 
necessary to prove that the offense 
was committed or that the officer 
failed to act.” 

_ Taylor has been tried four times 
In Fulton superior court and con- 
victed each time. The court of ap- 
peals reversed a convietion in 
Marvin P. Roane case because of a 
defective indictment, but this count 
subsequently was embraced in the 
same indictment which charged brib- 
ery to Taylor hy Spence and Evins.

In fixing June 14 as the date for} 


their national conclave, republicans at 
their mecting here Tuesday, gave the 
democrats an opportunity to take the 
offensive. 

If the republicans had decided to 
hold their convention a week earlier, 
the plan would have been imprac- 
ticable, since the last of the prefer- 
ential primaries will not be held un- 
til the end of May, and congress, be- 
cause of the heavy program ahead, is 
expected to remain in session right 
up to and perhaps over into June. 


As it is, the@democrats could hold: 


their convention either the first or 
the eighth of June without conflicting 
with the republican date. Present in- 
dications strongly point to#the demo- 
crats goimg to Chicago also. If this 
should happen the June 8 date would 
fit the situation well enough, elim- 
inating the necessity for the vast army 
of newspaper representatives and oth- 
er attendants of both conventions 
making a trip to another city. 

Should the democrats decide to 
swing into action first it would mark 
a departure from their traditional — 
icy. For instance, the practice 
been for the party to follow alont 
after the republicans. Particularly 
has this been true during times when 
the republicans were in control of na- 
tional affairs, 

Democratic leaders who are urging 
the change believe it would be the 
smartest course to pursue. With the 
party now in control of the lower 
house of congress’ and on almost even 
terms with the republicans in_ the 
senate, plus the undisputed outlook 
for next year’s presidential contest, 
these leaders argue it is the duty of 
the party to take the offensive in the 
approaching campaign. 

They feel that a strong offensive is 
the best defense, and to “this end the 
democrats should meet first, launch a 
vigorous attack on the republicans, 
nominate a candidate for president, 
a candidate Aor vice president and 
then swing into the open campaign, 


making the subsequent republican na- | 


tional convention seem like an anti- 
climax.

ABOARD GEORGIA SPECIAL, Dec. 16.—Georgia 
football players would put nine men from the Southern Cali- 
fornia football team on their All-Opponents’ eleven, 

Only Albie Booth, of Yale, and Bob McNamara, of New 
York University, were deemed better than other opponents, 

Booth, the boys say, would be really unstoppable 
with the great Trojan line in front of him and the block- 
ing supplied by the backs, Pinckert and Shaver. 

And McNamara was deemed a better threat than Mohler, 
Trojan back, in the set-up which would be provided. 

Don Zimmerman was the only southern back who 
supplied an argument. And Pete Gracey, Vanderbilt cen- 
ter, was also considered. But it was finally decided that 
the others would make up a better lineup. 

While the selection might be thought to be unduly influ- 
enced by the tremendous victory which the Trojans scored, it 
is unlikely. 

Reviewing the southern field one finds no player 
who could be shoved forward with the confident asser- 
tion that he is a better player than one on the Trojan 
eleven. I would say that Catfish Smith and Jerry 
Dalrymple might be the ends, but there would be con- 
siderable argument there. 

The Trojan line was selected in entirety. It includes Sparl- 
ing at left end, Smith at tackle, Baker at guard, Williamson at 
center, Rosenberg “at guard, Brown at tackle and Arbelbeide at 
the other flank. 

Sparling is not only a magnificent defensive end and 
splendid in the normal offensive functions of an end, 
but he is used as a halfback.
